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In the Final Office Action mailed on May 19. 2005 the Examiner rejected daims 
1-3, 1 6-18, 28 and 30-33 under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5.825,680 to Wheeler et al. and rejected daim 29 under 35 U.S-C. 103(a) as being 
^patentable over Wheeler et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,329,475 to Jwi et al. The 
Examiner also indicated claims 4-15 and 19-27 were allowed. 

While not agreeing with the Examiner's rejections. Applicant has canoeUcd 
claims 1-3, 16-1 8 and 28-33 in this plication and will pursue them in a divisional 
application. Thas, only allowed claims 4-15 and 19-27 are pending in this appUcation.
